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A Proud People of Unknown Origin Clings to Its Unique Language 
and “Traditional Way of Life in the Western Pyrenees

THERE the rocky Pyrenees. slope 
if down to the blue Bay of Biscay Ties 
a land inhabited from time inmemo- 
rial by a mysterious people, the Basques. 

Their origin is still unknown, and their 
lingwumge apparently has no clear affinity 
with any other European tongue. Ethnelc 
pists beliewe them to be the oldest homogene- 
ous facial group in Furope, perhaps cating 
from Stone Age tines. 

The Basques speak of themselves as Eskual- 
dhingk and.of their country as Eskual-Herria. 
A proud and conservative people. they have 
maintained with extraordinary firmness their 
physical type and their way of life, 





Basques in Both France and Spain 

The land of the Basques steacdibes the fron- 
tier between southwest France ond north: 
central Spain. a region of rugged mountains, 
rolling tit, and green wallevs dotted with 
straggling villages of white houses fooled with 
red tile. Almost every village has its court 
for playing pelofa, the fast and  furiqus 
Hasque game (pages 171, 177). 

Estimates vary on the number of Basques 
in Europe: it is probobly under a million. 
Two-thirds live in the four Spanish provinces 
ot Guipuecoa, Alava, Navarra, and Vizcnya, 
while most of the French Basques inhabit 
the farmer provinces of Labourd, Basse 
Navarre, and Soule, now in the Department 
Of Basse Pyrentes (map, page 152), 


Two days out from English Diver, my 
friend Arthur Stubbs and 7 were driving 
across the immense sandy Landes of France 
toward Bayonne, northern gateway to the 
Basque country, Wastes of heath, wild mint, 
and fern rolled off to the horizan, interspersed 
with stands af pines hung with cups for col- 
lecting gum to be tade into turpentine, 

We talked of the riddle of the Basques” Ie 
Hinnings. The theory that they may be sur- 
vivers from the Stone Age is supported hy 
certain words in the Basque tongue, Eskuare, 
which relate to cutting tools of stone, Even 
stronger evidence has been found in the 
shape of the skull and in the blood groups, 
suggesting the Basques’ descent from a very 
arly European ‘stock, 

Moreover, Basques have blood groupes sim- 
lar to these of peoples in other fringe areas 
of western Europe, such ps parts of Ireland, 
northern Wales and Scotland, and Toeland. 
This fact in itself has been interpreted by 
some authorities tu mean that the Basques ore 
remnants of a once widespread population, 

The Basques themselves have an ancient 
lerend, handed down from father to sen, that 
they are descended from Tubal, fifth son of 
Japheth, whe was the son of Noah, 

“Tubal came to Europe before the Tower 
of Babel was built,” the story goes: “so he 
alone transmitted to us, his descendants, 
the pure language of Eden, the tongue in 
which Adam woned Eve.” 
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“Td like to legrn Eskuate,” observed Arthur 
cheerfully. But his enthusiasm faded when 
I tole bir that few foreigners have become 
Nuent in the language and none has mastered 
all of its eight separate dialects. 

“To think in Basque,” as Rodney Gallop 
warned, “requires an entirely different attitude 
of mind.” * 

This simple sentence, for instance; “T give 
the beret to the man,” would hop-skip -some- 
thing like this in Eskuara: “Beret-the mian- 
the-to in-the-act-of-viving [-have-it-to-him." 


Languuge Baffled Even the Devil 

Approachins Bayonne, we come to the 
Bridge of the Holy Ghost, which spans the 
Adour River at its junction with the Nive. 

Here we were held up behind o truck that 
had ron out of gas, while the driver and an 
irate policeman gave a demonstration of the 
Basque tongue in action. 

Since the dignity of the Basque often does 
nt allow Bhim to admit of being anything but 
Tight, | knew | hoe time. turing the areu- 
ment to recall for Arthur's benefit the famous 
Basque story of the old bridge, 

The Devil, it seems, decided to visit Eskual- 
Herria to learn the language and tempt the 
devout Catholic Hasques. 

After seven years of effort, be was forced 
to Hee by way of the Bridge of the Holy 
Ghost, In his panic he fell against one of 
its carners, The blow knocked out of bis 
head the only two words be hod managed to 
lenii—hat and ez (ves and no)! 

Finally fuel was: found for the truck, and we 
drove on across the bridge. 

Midway, we looked down on a bit of history 
reflected in the smooth waters below, 

It wos Sainte Marie, the twin-spired 13th- 
century Gothic cathedral, begun when Britain 
ruled this part of the Basque country. 

Mresent-dayv Bayonne, in fact, looks rather 

more like a prim English town than the larg- 
est city and cultural center of the French 
Basque country, 
_ Nevertheless, it has a flavor all its own, 
We found one old street, Rue du Port Neuf, 
Walled) in by tull areadecd] houses and shops, 
su dark and narrow that even at 10 am. it 
was ablaze with electric licht. 

Shop windows displayed Basque berets, 
livht canvas shoes known as espadrilips, fine 
leather goods, and bottles of Taurra, a Basque 
liqueur, 

Delicious-locking tidbits on view in a pastry

shop lured us inside for breakiast of coffee and 
cTussinte. 

At a near-by table sat two young Bas- 
quaises, hondsome dark-haired girls, with 
heads of almost classic appearance. They were 
sipping hot chocolate, a reminder that the 
cacao bean was introduced into France early 
in the 17th century by Jews driven first trem 
Spain, then from Portugal, The chocolate 
served here is lightly flavored with cinnamon 
and topped with whipped cream. 

Armed with a friend's introduction, we 
looked up the Spanish Basque brothers, 
Carlos: and Eduardo Gonzalez, who make 
equipment for playing. pelota, also known 
as jel ala (pouge 177), 

Players of one form of this hard-hitting 
game wear strapped to their arms 9 crescent- 
shaped wicker basket, the chistera, Using it 
ia combination scoop and sting, they-smash 
the ball, with incredible speed and violence, 
against the high stone or concrete wall of a 
long court. 

The Gonzilez brothers have a reputation 
lor producing some of the world's most accu- 
rately made chisteras. We were surprised, 
when they invited us into their workshop, to 
find it equipped only with a prosaic sewing 
machine and w few simple tools, 


Big Scoops for Big Athletes: 

The materials used are strips of 
chestnut wood, bundles of cones, and pieces of 
calfskin. The wood forms the frame, the 
canes are woven into the covering, and the 
caliskin provides a glove into which the play- 
ers hand fits, An ordinary kettle gives off 
steam to soften and bend the woolen stripes, 

Eduardo pickell up a completed chistera 
and poured water into the groove mace to 
receive the ball’s impact, Fully 10 seconds 
passed) before a drop seeped throweh the 
wickerwork, proof indeed of the careful work-

“We make the chistera in different sizes,” 
Eduardo explained, “This heavier, longer 
type is for big men, with powerful wrists.

From Bayonne we drove south into the 
heart of the Busque country, 

Passing 4 sunken lake, la Négresse, we 
reached upland Bidart, our first real Basque

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village. It lies in a roli- 
Ing country Of fat green 
fields, otk and pine 
roves, and round 
bracken-covered hills 
dotted with sheep. 

Trim. little vineyards 
ad orchards of apple 
end cherry lent delicate 
tones to a richly painted 
landscape. 

Mounting to billowing 
clouds, the Pyrenees 
fringed this expanse of 
beautiful country, Peal 
after peak, washed with 
pale blue and darker 
nmethvst, was outlined 
against a luminous sky, 
each vivid and distinct. 

No snow crowned the 
mountains, for the hieh 
Pyrenees nre farther in- 
lanl, Hut La Rhune’s 
2,.053-foot summit of- 
feral some compensi- 
tion, far it wore a matitle 
‘of sleet. Thi “Moun- 
tain of the Witches,” a 
the Basques call it, was 
sprawled across the fren 
tier te the south (pmge 
[S4). 

We were pirked al a 
historic spot, Here, in 
1814, the Dake of Wellington halted with his 
staff during his campaign to help the Spaniards 
drive Napoleon's forces out of Spain. Perhaps 
because of this: accomplishment, Wellington 
has long been a popular figure among the 
Spanish Hasques. They regard his. ariste- 
cratic nese a5 first cousin to their own clls- 
tinctive facial feature 

Busgues Once Were Whalers 

Over to the west, where the Pyrenees wore 
lost in the blue waters of the Bay of Biscay, 
we could see a fleet of brightly painted bshing 
boats harvesting @ catch, 

Once the Basques hunted the right whale, 
FEubolacna glacialit, in this bay, but two cen- 
turies aso it disappeared from the wea. Now 
tuna and: sarcines many Basque families 
from. poverty. 

A. stream of passing cars with license 
plates of various nations gave evidence of 
the recent tourist influx into Lalsourd, least 
mountainous of the Basque provinces. 
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Scores of chalets and hotels have sprog 
up along the deeply indented const, Built in 
Basque stvle, with chocolate-colored beams 
and sloping roofs, they have not marred the 
charm of Labourd’s countryside. 

The new bartldings, ke the older ones, are 
often shaded by fast-growing plane trees whose 
trunks have been sawed off some 12 feet from 
the ground, Their lower branches, tramed 
horizontally, make them resemble gigantic 
parasols. Unfortunately, the trees of Eskual- 
Herria are naturally small, And the Haseues 
make then smaller still by lopping off boughs 
to feed great open fireplices. 

Violets, daisies, and masses of primroses 
were in full bloom when we arrived at the 
cliff-top gurdens of Guéthury, Wherever we 
lurned, the grass was o vivid emerald green. 
Everything looked bright in this country oi 
bountiful showers where drought is unknown, 

The refreshing sea breezes that bring mois 
ture to Eskunl-Herria are not the least of 
this revinon’s delights. The sudden “sun

south wind” from thé southeast scatters the 
clouds: 

The Basques have wsaying that their wind 
irom the south is “as temperamental as a 
woman's fancy.” Tt cames op in sudden blists 
and blows In swirls along the ground, When at 
last it turns indecisively to the southwest. the 
Basques say, “The south wind has a wing In 
the water.” 

Near Gucthacy we stopped to éat ata neat 
wayside inn, [ts whitewashed interior wie 
Hambovant with shining copper pots and pans,

The swastika, familiar especially to orientalists 
as & religious emblem of the pre-Christian 
era, has long been prominent in Base art, 
particularly in the “commalke™ coryilinenr 
form, The more familiar rectilinear design 
6 seldom found here,

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pele th the Armor Wert, hunitireds having been flown acres the Atlantic (page 139) 
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The only other customer in the inn’s dining 
roomy was a prosperoys-looking middle-aged 
man of real Basque type, with statuesque 
shoulders and broad forehead tapering to a 
pointe chin. He was dresseel in the usual 
black suit and black beret. 

The beret is the national headgear, cut 
large in France and smaller in Spain. ‘The 
true Basque wears his beret even at meals, 
removing it only in church, in bed, and same- 
times when plaving pelota (page 151), 

The pretty waitress who came to take our 
onder wore a short apron of crimson and gold 
over her whitt blouse and black skirt, which 
was decorated with figures of pelota players, 

We chose a dish of piperrudi, oa Hascue 
specialty ss colorful as. the waitress’s costume. 
it is & tasty super omelet.of numerous ingre- 
lients—tgys, tomatoes, green pimentas, on- 
tons, ancl a hint of garlic, garnished with spiey 
susaee= cul slices of homescurée ham, 

As Arthur and IT talked, T noted that our 
Basque neighbor smiled understancingly at 
certhin remarks, Finally, catching my eve, he 
weked politely if we were Americans or English. 

He seemed disappointed to learn we were 
English. We found out why when be told 
us he hocl learned the language in Wyoming. 

Soon he was-sitting at our table and telling 
us the story of his life. The youngest of a 
Lomily of 12, he had eight brothers and one 
sister, Who were hard put to earn a living on 
the olf homestead, 

“So, he said, “Pierre and Jean went to 
the Argentine, Laurent and Antoine to Ure 
quay, ancl 1 followed Ganich to Wyoming.” 


Many Basques Emigrote 


This Basyue family was by no means un- 
usial, Hefore the 1936-39 Civil War in 
Spain, emigrition from Eskual-Herria for 
centuries just aboot balanced the birth nite, 

“There are probably 250,000 Basques in 
South America,” our companion toll ws. 
“And there must be another 50,000 or so scat- 
tered) through California, Nevada, and Wyo- 
ming. The United States has lately pnssed 
special laws admitting sheepherders, most wf 
whom are Basques.” 

Basques are noted for their skill as-shep 
herds (page 156) and are often experienced as 
stanktn and os workers in iton and other 
metals, Their own city of Bilbao, largest 
and most prosperous of all Basque centers, 
has built up a flourishing trade in iron ore 
and has busy foundries and shipyards. 
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“We wandering Basques get homesick," 
Ott Companion went on a bit sadly, as he 
sipped his coffee and puffed on an American 
cigar T had beught in Bayonne: 

“My 20-vears was a long time to be away, 
though 0 cid well enough. | thank God and 
the United States for that, | 

“First, Ganich and T were ‘shepherds on a 
sheep ranch. For 10 years we saved our 
monty and never even bought a smoke or a 
drink. Then we rented some land und bought 
sheep. Ten years later, still unmarried, we 
sold out and came home.” 

lasked whether the brothers were still free 
men, He grinned, 

“My brother found a beautiful Basquaise 
within two months of getting back, But here 
T am, o year later, still looking arewnd!” 

Own Nest “Lovely to Every Bird” 

Basque social and family life is unieue. 
Everything revolves pround the ancestral 
Howse—ao unit that may include the dwelling 
and other ‘huildings. tilled land, meadows, 
heath, and mountain pastures, 

Individual members af a Basque family 
are telerred to not by thelr family rarme tout 
by their relatiunship to their House, us mas- 
ter, mistress, son, or daughter of this Howse 
or that, 

For example, Sorzahal is the fecal name of 
the Dongaits brothers, expert pelota players, 
But they ore known to thetr COMPA tTIO‘S by 
the nome of the Dongaitz House in Urrugne 
where they were born. 

“Tis own nest is lovely to every bird,” js 
ancald Basque proverb, The Basque Howse 
is always open to any af its children, The 
only provision ia that they must share the 
family’s: labors as well as its resources. 

An old rule of the Basques provided that 
property could net keeally be divided among 
members of a family or sold to outsiders. 
Qn the death of the head of a House, the most 
that the new head could do was to name a 
SULCrSSOT , 

Spanish Bascues still retain the old right, 
but in France, after the French Revolution, 
laws were enacted providing for edual division 
of family property among surviving children, 

The modern French Basques, however, tend 
to by-pass these laws, usually through the self- 
denial of younger brothers and sisters. They 
agree either to a fictitious division or set off 
to. seek their fortunes elsewhere. 

As we rolled into St. Jean de Lars, an

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Life in the Land of the Basques 


When I first heard this frightful sound, 
late at night, | sprang out of bed and ran 
to the window. 


Outside, I saw only two Basques plodding 


home in the moonlight, Then, as [ tornedd 
away, T heard the cry again. Bepinning as n 
derisive laugh, it changed toca horse's shrill 
tieigh, then to a wolf's howl, and ended like 
the expiring notes of a jackass's bray. 

Leaving St. Jean de Loz, we crossed a bridge 
over the Nivelle to Ciboure, which occupies 
one side of a litth fishing hurber crowded 
with the green, blue, and red boats of the 
tuna and sardine fleets, 

Here again we met men with halr worn 
long, well greased, and often in ringlets, such. 
we bod already seen in many parts of the 
Basque country, These dark-skinned people, 
called Cascarots, may have Gypsy blood, 
Some students believe them to be descendants 
Of the Moors who conqwered Spuin. 


Pelota Shots Crack Like Rifle Fire 


In Tirrigne, home of pelota champions, we 
saw an exciting demonstration of this old 
sport at the municipal frantde, or court, which 
measured about 300 feet Jong. 60 feet wide, 
and 30 feet hich. 

Something like a fast game of tennis, but 
physically far more demanding, pelota is a 
passion with the Bnsrpes. 

The pefote itself, the small, heavy ball that 
gives the game its name, is covered with goat's 
hide, A trifle snwiler than a tennis ball, it 
weighs aboot seven ounces. Tt wos first 
hounced on the pavement by the server, who 
then swept it up in his stoop and hurled ft 
ugainst the vertical wall, Token by an oppo- 
nent, it was returned like Hghtning, to be 
camcht again by another and treated in the 
Same MLnnier, 

The first rally lasted more than a minute, 
until one side failed to redeliver, Served 
anoint, the hall this time struck below a black 
line drawn horizontally across the wall, some 
36 inches above the ground. ‘This counted a 
point to the server's opponents, 

Serves ad returms of the ball cracked 
against the cement wall like riffle shots: 

The players wore white shirts, white linen 
trowsers, and hemp-soled espudrifies, ght 
shoes that may wear out during one wane, 
Red and blue markings on shoulders or belts 
distinguish the teams. 

Pelota players are temperamental, After 
a bad stroke, one or two would lean with 
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bowed head against the wall a¢ if stricken to 
the heart. 

Some of the many mottoes and inscriptions 
that we saw written over the doors of old 
Basque houses offered other sidelithts on the 
character of these people. 1 especially re 
member three, 

“The past hag deceived me, The present 
torments me. The future frightens me,” was 
one on o Cambo hotse dated 1707. 

Another read like a placard in a modern 
office: “Nothing is more burdensome to bisy 
people than the visit of those who ate not.” 

The third was on the belfry of an old church 
at Sare: “All the hours shower blows on man. 
‘The Last sends him to. the tomb,” 

On the real out of St. Pée sur Nivelle (pave 
173), we saw typien! Basque: farmhouses, 
with the stable in # prominent place at the 
center of the building, 

We pressed old four-wheelers and tiny shays. 
drawn by a mule or a donkey, Horses were 
few, and not once did we see a tractor. It 
hardly worth while to use tractors here, since 
the farms usually cover only § to 25 acres 
and rarely exceed 50. In any case, the ma- 
chines would capsize along the steep valley 
ahipnes, 

Basques, some wearing ‘crimson sashes, 
were busy scything the first crop of grass. 
Arthur was curious about the absence of cows 
in the pastures. 7 explainad that French 
Basques frequently keep their cattle stabled 
except when taking them for o drink at the 
stream, The pastures are so small that grass 
is cut by hand, with tremendous labor, rather 
than risk any overgrazing, 


Workers Turn Soil in Unison 

More than once. we saw whole families 
turning the soil with heavy two-pronged forks, 
Drawn up like soldiers on parade, the workers 
moved together ina straight fine. They would 
lift their forks to shoulder height, then sud- 
denly plunge them, all together, into the 
eritiel. . 

At the inland river town of St, Jean Pied 
We Port we found children playing a game 
somewhat like old-fashioned hopscotch, On 
the local pelota court a number of squares 
were marked in chalk with «a bird, a cow, 
a chistera, and a swastika. 

Asa child hopped from one square to 
another, he tried ta avoid the svmbol. The 
wiime was worn apparently by the player with 
the fewest penalties, 
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East of St. Jean we pushed on toward 
Soule, the smallest and one of the least traveled 
of Rasque provinces. 

After climbing a ?,000-foot range, we 
dropped suddenly into a deep valley dotted 
with farms, chestnut groves, and big flocks 
of sheep. By good luck: we reached Barcus 
(population about 1.200) just as one of the 
most spectacular of Basque dances, the Goblet 
Dance, was abuut to be performed in the 
town squate for the annual fiesta. 

First o circle was cleared in the heart of 
the crowd. Then the tnayor stepped forth, 
to the music of a small flute and drum, 
Resplendent in frock coat, stiff shirt, and 
wide beret, he was carrying a heavy goblet 
hall filled owith wine, which he placed oan 
the ground in the center of the space. 

Prancing like ballet artists, the dancers ap- 
peared and separated into two groups, called 
the Reds and the Blacks. 

The performance represented a ctrugvle be- 
tween Gow! and Evil, The Reds, fantastically 
but richly dressed in a hodgepodge of cos- 
lumes, were the Christians; The Blacks, 
sloppy and ragged, symbolized satanic imps. 

The dress of some of the performers—the 
Cat. the Mon-Woman, and the Swineheri|— 
was no less fantastic than their nates. ‘The 
Swineherd, for instance, in black-velvet 
breeches, no more looked the part than lid 
the Cat, who was wearing « white beret and 
carrying a sert of fumping-jack apparatus 
(page 161). 

The Red dancers whirled and pirouwetted: 
the Blacks atternpted to interfere. 


“Horseman” Leaps upon Goblet 

The show's star was the Horseman, who 
wore strapped about his waist a miniature 
hobbyhorse made of a framework draped with 
scarlet cloth and white lace flownee (p. 163). 

The goblet of wine still stood lonely and 
untouched in the center of the square. Ad- 
yancing in tum, the principal Reds leaped 
aver the goblet, kicking their feet together 
in mid-nir, and yet they did not knock it over. 

The climax came when the Horseman, 
though unable to see his own feet below his 
equipment, jumped onto the goblet (page 
Io2), He stood on it with one foot, making 
the sivn of the cross with the other, for wwe 
or three seconds There was dead silence. 

Sutlilenly he made a-wild leap that took 
him clear without upsetting the glass. A roar 
of applause greeted the feat. Had the dancer 
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spilled a drop of the wine, a Basque =pectator 


later told me, be would have been jeered from 
the arena. 

We next crossed briefly into Spain to visit 
Roncesvalles, scene of the Basque yietory 
over the rear guard of the Emperor Chiurle- 
magne’s army in 778. The Frankish force 
wis caught and overwhelmed by boulders 
dropped from the clifis above. 

Two memorials commemorate the event, a 
ruined isih-centory Chapel ef Charlemagne 
on the Ronmeesvalles poss, and the little 
Chapel of the Holy Spirit in the village itself. 

The village chapel was: formerly the lest 
resting place of pilgrims who died on the 
way to or from the tomb of St. James de 
Compostela in Spain. It is also reputed to 
be the burial spot of Charlemagne's slaugh- 
tered paladins, for whom Masses are still 
stich. 


Passports Closely Checked 


Bock near the sea, where the Pyrenees 
plunge into the Bav of Hiscav, we again 
crossed the dividing line between the French 
and Spanish portions of the Basque country. 
At the frontier bridge at Hendaye our pass- 
parts were closely checked, first by the 
French, then by the Spaniards (page 173). 
Two Spanih police forces. (recently merged) 
were represented, carabineros and the Civil 
Guard. There were alsa soldiers, customs 
diicinis, and miscellaneous functionaries, in- 
cluding a government tourist agent. 

| had been here in 19356 during the Spanish 
Civil War, when Inin, the busy frontier town 
near by, was burning fiercely under a pall of 
black smoke after having been drenched with 
gasoline and set wre. 

Today,-stately blocks of apartments, shops, 
and goverment offices have risen from the 
ashes. Occasionally, though, one still may 
ste crumbling fire-blackened walls, melancholy 
reminders of a struggle that cost Spain more 
than a million lives. 

As we entered [riin, a blue-uniformed traffic 
policeman signaled us tn stop while a troop 
of cavalry clattered past, Some of the soldiers 
were mounted on big trawboned mules. All 
wore khaki and caps with dangling red tas- 
sels, 

lefa de Ava's summit loomed on our right 
as we rolled through Béhohie on the way to 
Pamplona, capital of Navarra, The slopes of 
the mountain, 2,677 feet high, are scarred by 
old Roman iron mines. 
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Soon we were winding upward into the 
heart of the lovely Bidussoa Valley. Along 
the way we were halted three times by armed 
frontier guards, who looked inside the car 
for contrahand, then politely waved us on, 

Each guard way accompanied by a Spanish 
customs officer, for smuggling is engaged in 
by many Basques on both sides of the frontier. 
They do not regard evading customs 4s 2 
crime, unless it is accompanied by violence. 

In the days when they enjoyed local auton- 
om. smuggling was unnecessary. Now they 
take delight in “fooling the foreigners.”’ 

Pamplona spreads out on a rocky peninsula 
overloaking the River Arga and a highly culti- 
vated plain. Beyond is a backdrop of wild 
mountiins and deep valleys. in one of which 
St, Francis Xavier was born. 

This section has rich agricultural resources 
that provide a sclid basis for prosperity and 
development, Its excellent agricultural cal- 
lege now sponsors up-to-date methods for 
crop and stock raising. 


Fighting Bulls Loosed in Streets 

Once a year, on July 7, during the Feast of 
San Fermin, fighting bulls, which are to ap- 
pear in the bull cing later, are set free in the 
streets of Pamplona to run after would-be 
matadors: 

Ina wild stampede of man and beast, even 
women may be koocked down and trampled 
(page 180). Board protect same shop fronts, 
but tiny tnerchants merely trust that the mass 
of struggling humanity will make its own wall 
between charging bull and store windows. 

We drove to lrurzun on an excellent high- 
way, ther mounted steadily by a rough, zig- 
zig road toward Huich Thence we descended 
in corkserew fashion ta Leiza, centered in a 
beautiful wooded region (page 155), 

lt was Sunday morning when we pulled up 
before the pelota court in the Plaza del Tercio 
de Sin Miguel. The little town of 1,600 
people seemed almost deserted. A few late 
worthipers were climbing the slope leading 
to a blue-gray church, and one small boy was 
practicing with a ball in a corner of the peluta 
Court. 

As we drove on into “aldivia, we were met 
by a parish priest, who showed us-a string 
of shaggy mountain ponies tethered toa hitch- 
ing rail outsile a general store. 

Delighted children ran their hands over 
the smooth polish of our parked car. One 
small boy wanted to bet me that he could 
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reach the top of a neighboring mountain in an 
hour anda half, and return in another hour. 

I estimated the peak was at least two miles 
awn, but, knowing the agility of Basque 
children, T begged off from the bet. ‘This 
caused an uproar, momentarily quelled when 
I gave the boy a bag of candies. 

Unfortunately, as the other children 
crowded ground, be dropped the bag: it burst, 
scattering its contents in the dust. A wild 
scramble ensued, By the tine the sweets hae 
been retrieved, most of the contestants bore 
scars of battle. 

Near Agpeitia, in Guipdzcoa, we stopped 
at the famous Monastery of St. Tenatius: of 
Lovola, The saint was. born in this Prov- 
ince, & fact that T was constantly reminded 
of when | met local Basques: one in every 
three seemed to bear his Christinn name. 

The monastery's gigantic stairway, statues; 
columns, and a cupola some 140 feet high 
present a profusion of branke, granite, onyx, 
and alabaster, One chapel is all onvx, with 
an altar of gold and steel. 

Our looping mountain-to-sea route mow bed 
us again ta the Hay at San Sebastian. Like 
Biartitz on the French side of Eskual-Herria, 
it has become a cosmopolitan seaside resort 
(page 178). 

Lafavette Sailed from Pasaics 

Its neighbor Pasajes holds a warm Basque- 
American memory. From this port Lafayette 
sailed in 1777 for America to ald the cause 
af the revolution that would give birth to a 
new nation. 

Driving west, beyond Usurhil, we almost 
come to the end of all our travels. As we 
rounded a curve. we were startled to see. not 
30 yards shead, a huge felled tree crashing 
straight for the road, 

Arthur braked the car so sharply that it 
spun completely around.

It was stifling hot when we arrived in Oria, 
a fishing port of sad old houses with narrow 
iron balconies cowed with rust.

Women sat knitting in dark doorways or 
leaned out of windows to hang up their wash.

We had stopped at 
a little settlement to inquire about Salinas de 
Lénix, an ancient town unmurked on our map. 

The place appeared deserted till I saw a

“The what?”

A Week to March 19 Miles 

After a series of defeats by the British, 
the American army of 11,000-odd despairing 
troops staggered) to Valley Forge from the 
vicinity of Philadelphia. The t9-mile march 
took a week. Then, on a bitter December 
evening, the bone-weary vet dauntless brigades 
began a ‘-manth struggle for survival “with- 
out a House ot Hutt to cover them till they 
could be built.”

Acrial Views Reveal True Sites 

Long before this place of suffering became 
a State park in 1893, furmers’ plows had 
leveled earthworks thrown up by Washington's 
army. Today Pennsylvania's Valley Forge 
Park Commission is restoring the 2,033-acre 
reserve to its original condition az a military 
camp. But the passage of 176 vears has left 
little ta guide reconstruction, and lack of docu- 
mentary evidence increases the problem.

Mrs, Washington Went wi Valley Forge 

Washington's headquarters, a 2-story stone 
farmhouse, probably looks today much as the 
General and his wife left it in June, 1775, In 
place of the come-and-go of officers, aites, 
and soliliers—reporting, advising, humanly 
complaining—rises the babble of a constant 
stream af visitars (page 199), 

"Why, here's Martha Washington's bed- 
roam,” someone saves in surprise. “T didn’t 
know sht came to Valley Forge, too,” 

“That bed in George's room seems awlully 
short: he was a tall man, wasn't he?" 

“Just hope he dicin't bang his head as hare 
as [ did, coming up that tight little stairway.”

Though she liee 650 miles from the United 
States, more than 3,000 from Europe, and 
is, in fact, one of the ninst isolated spots 
on eéarth, Bermuda has never lacked ad- 
mirers (map, page 208). Mark Twain said 
that Americans on their way to heaven stop 
at Bermuda and think they hove already 
arrived, 

Bermudians themselves may question the 
ultimate destination ‘of same of their visitors, 
but they can hardly doubt their affection. 
In greater numbers every year, Americans 
feck to this “pint-siged paradise”—?1,000 
it 1953 alone. Three out of five now come 
by plane: other throngs: arrive by Furness 
Bermuda liners:

Visitors Add Color to Hamilton 

This gasoline-powered revolution, plus. the 
boom in the tourist trade, has given the com- 
mercial center of the ishinds—Hamilton—a 
rather hectic air. Let's look ut it, as I did 
one Monday morning, from the vantage point 
of the Twenty-Ome Club's balcony overlook- 
ing busy Front Street (page 219), 

The Oveen of Bermuda docked three hours 
on, and now her 650-oded passengers: hive 
come ashore to jostle one another in pursuit 
of British bargains in tweeds, perfumes, china, 
und doeskin (page 205), Some of the men 
have already donsed knee-length Bermudian 
shorts: others, topped by berets in emphatic 
plaids, sport the mauve and lnvender pajamas 
which Stateside haberdashers call “resort 
wear.” The women gam darkly upon the 
work) from behind! smoked glasses and =pec- 
tacles with mirrored lenses in which passers- 
hy can see their own images curiously dis- 
Lorie. 

Around the gangplank of the excursion 
steamer Chauncey HM. Depew a laughing pack

lunch-boxes aboard for a cruise to St. George. 
Above their crew-cut heads and lotion-daubed 
noses blares on amplified recording of a popu-

Sailors Ride Motor Bikes 

Wobbling uncertainly on their mechanical 
mounts, a batch of American sailors on shore 
leave roar by, motor bikes hackiring liberally. 
Two monks from a cruise ship, somewhat 
dazed by the sound and fury, are trying 
to focus their cameras on the prow of the 
Cineen, 

Drowsy, unworldly little Hamilton. ... You 
are tight to think it more nearly resembles 
Times Square or Miccadifly Circus, When you 
further consider that Bermuda as a whole, 
with its 39,000 residents (to say nothing of 
its visitors), is more densely populated than 
any country in the Western Hemisphere, you 
may understandably conclude that privacy is 
a thing of the past, 

You would be wrong, Df you want seclusion, 
you can find it more easily in these magical 
islands than in many bigger and emptier do- 
maine. Along the strand at Elbow Beach, 
for instance, collegians may sprawl like oolo- 
nies of basking seals. Burt Wf vou walk ao little 
farther westward to Horseshoe or Cross or 
Sinky or Boat Bays, vou will find at most 
acasons only an occasional couple swimming 
languidly toward the barrier reefs, a few chil: 
(ren skittering like sanidpipers before the 
milky suri, a pair of longtails wheeling and 
swooping in a cloudless, tranquil sky. 

Nor is the South Shore the enly sector in 
which it is posslhle to elude the crowed. In 
Somerset and Southampton vou can bike for 
miles along the right-of-way where Bermucla’s 
short-lived railway onte ran, past an occa- 
sional grove of oranges whose fruit glows, 
In Marvell's phrase; “like golden lamps in 
a green night.” . 

In Warwick you can wander by gray lime- 
stone collages sleeping in flower-choked fields, 
Cotswold tn character but set down incon 
gruausly in a rict af oleander, hibiscus, and

How to Pick a Bermudian 


Even within Hamilton itself, bentath the 
carnival confusion, an older, more serene put- 
tern of living continues. Tf you will look-a 
bit more closely at the tide of visitors flowing 
wong Front Street, vou can, after a litth prac- 
tice, pick out the Bernidians with reasonable 
assurance. They will be cistingulshed by thelr 
unhurried gait. their owhliviousness to store- 
window displays, their casual tweeds, 

There, for example, coming toward us now 
is Chesley E. White, deputy mayor of Hamil- 
ton and owner of one of the city’s largest 
furniture stores, In Bedford-cord jacket, 
shirt collar open, his vacht-club tie at half- 
mast, Mr. White cleaves the motley sarge 
of vacationists with the esse und dignity of 
a liner, By afternoon he will be back in. his 
forest af furniture with shirt sleewrs rolled 
up, actively selling bis merchandise, all the 
way from bedroom. suites to high chairs. But 
at the moment be is obvitwsly bwund for the 
Royal Hamilton Amateur Dinghy Club ane 
a post mortem of his week end of fishing off 
his motor cruiser, Sea Venture, 

Again, over there in the shade of the Smoke 
Shop, you can spot Sir John Cox buttonholing 
Will 4uill, the islands amiable historian, for 
a quiet chat. Shorn of his full-bottomed wig 
and black gown, Sir John, bareheaded and 
bespectacled, loaks somewhat less mayisterial 
but just as ruddily benign as when wou last 
aw him, presiding over Bermuda's Morliament 
from the Speaker's chair (page 228).

But behold the misprision and misconceits 
wf the world! For true and large experience 
hath now told us, it is one of the sweetest 
Paradises that be upon the earth,” 


Cahows Altnest Begdéed to Be Eaten 

Yet the settlers soon found that “the fairies 
of the rocks were but flocks of birds, and all 
the devils that haunted the woods were but 
heards of swine.” The cahow birds, in fact, 
which the mariners met in huge nombers, 
seemed a 17th-century version of the fabulous 
comic-strip creature, the shmow—succulent, 
abundant, and blithely suicidal, They weuli! 
Invade the setters’ cabins and wander about 
“with o strange lamentable noyse as though 
they did bemoan us to take, kill, roast and 
eate them.” 

cooperative were the colonists that in 
a very few veors the fabulous cahow, a mem- 
ber of the petrel family, was believed to have 
been rendered extinct. Not until 1906 did 
an amithologist rediscover a solitary, wary 
bird (page 227), 

Bermuda's history, in the three ane a half 
centuries which have followed establishment 
of the first colony, might be summarized ir- 
reyerently as a continuous quest for cahow- 
substitutes. At no time did the settlers muani- 
fest any overwhelming desire to grob their 
living from the soil. Their hopes turned suc- 
cessively from ambergris collecting to pearl 
diving, shipbuilding, whaling, piracy, priva- 
teering, wrecking, and blockade ninning, with 
periods of quite respectable overseas trace. 

The Bermudians: early discovered they 
could build light, fast bonts from native cedar, 
In these they soon pressed south into the 
West Indies with their slaves to pick up salt 
during the winter, In the spring, they sailed to 
the North American mainland for (our, corn, 
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ancl other necessities, “Their whole depend- 
ence." as they reminded the British Parliament 
In 1758, was on “Salt, Cedar and sailors,” 

From salt, the colony's skippers quickly 
branched off into many other lucrative items 
of trade, By the time the American Revolu- 
tion occurred and Britain forbade commerce 
with the rebels, Bermuorla had hecome-an de- 
pendent upon its North American business 
that its loyalty to the Crown was sorely 
strained, 

In fact, when the Continental Congress. 
hinted it would gladly send. food to the hun- 
ury islanders in return for some gunpowder, 
a plot was hatched. On the night of August 
14, 1773, a band of prominent citizens quietly 
raided the magazine in St. George's, right un- 
der the nase of Tory Governor George James 
Bruere, and trondled 100 barrels of good 
British powder over the grass and down the 
hill to a flotilla of whaleboats in Tobacco Bay. 

From here the explosives were ferried aut ta 
a pair af swift American sloops ving off North 
Rock; and before the morning sun had slanted 
neross the Governors pillow in his mansion 
near hy, the booty was on its way to the co- 
lonial troops in America. 

Not long thereafter, a grateful Congress 
dispatched the first of many relief ships to 
Bermuda, laden with flour and meat, corn, 
peas, beans, anc rice, 


Privatecring Built Fortunes 

This amicable deal did not, however, in- 
hibit some Bermudians and American loyal- 
ists from later preving upon continental and 
other shipping in the guise of “privateers,” 
Upon such loot were founded some of the 
islands’ early fortunes, and it is to this gay, 
lush period that many of the preat houses 
(late, 

Stay-at-home Bermudians meanwhile con- 
tented themselves with the windfalls be- 
queathed them by Bermuda's innumerable 
reefs, on which storm-tossad ships piled up 
with gratifying frequency, nce a veesel had 
gone aground, it became subject, of course, 
to the mercies of salvage, a genial and accepted 
fortn of communal looting. 

In 1846 erection of the Gibb’s Hill Light- 
house put a crimp in this pastime, and the 
courts began to take a somewhat grompier 
view af salvage operations (page 210). Tn 
1936, for example, the Spanish 5. 5. Cristohal 
Colon crashed on a reef about three miles 
east Of North Rock, and o few Hermudigns, 
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Bermuda, Cradled 


reverting to the customs of their ancestors, 
rowed oul to rescue some of the cargo, (Cne 
mun, nabbed later in possession of « handsome 
chip's wireless set, made this stouthearted de- 
fense before the magistrate: “ ‘Course I didn't 
steal it! What would [ want with a Spanish 
radio? I don't understand a word of Span- 
ish!” And vet, somehow, he was convicted. 
Prosperity from Blockade Running 

Though this kind of spoilsport attitude grew 
increasingly prevalent in the post-lighthows 
vears, the American Civil War did give Ber- 
muds enterprise an invigorating interlude of 
adventure: By i867, John Tory Bourne, a 
Bermudian, had set up an informal office in 
his St. George home to handle “commercial 
transactions’ with the Confederacy:  Le., 
blockade runnin. 

From the South flowed cotton and gold; 
from Englind munitions and supplies, The 
two streams met at Bourne's biz dining table 
on Rose Hill, where mounds of coin and 
pound notes changed hands before a circle 
of attentive merchants and sey rovers, Her- 
muda boomed. Any able-bodied hand could 
get ajoh, Pilots and captains earned between 
$3,000 and 35,000 for a single round trip to 
Wilmington, Sorth Carolina. Warehouses 
and wharves bulged with goods; shops and 
saloons did a. toaring trade, 

Then came the surrender at Appomattox 
Court House and an end to the war, 

With an economic hong-over, Bermuc went 
back to sleep: It awoke a decade later, un- 
easily aware of an increasing number ol stran- 
gers around the place. Gradually, realization 
epread that these newcomers were “‘lourists,” 
that they loved Bermuda with o strange, con- 
suming passion, and that they were willing 
to spend hard cash upon board, lodging, and 
entertainment, An intdustry—Bermuda's lat- 
est and largest—was burn. 

Not all the visitors which the first waves 
of steamer travel washed upon the islands’ 
shores proved a financial or a cultural asset. 
In the scramble for customers around (911, 
ut least one New York line offered round trips 


to Bermuda for as little as S10, Of its pas-

marked: “They came with a collar and a dal- 
lar and didn't change either,” 

It would be a captious businessman, in- 
deed, who complained about the spending 
habits of present-day tourists, They account 
for 90 to 95 percent of Bermuda's income, 
support its many hotels and guesthouses, 
and give a livelihowd, directly or indirectly, 
to most af its colored and white inhabitunts. 
In 1953, 100,000 visitors descended upon 
the islands, 33,000 by ships (two coys from 
ew York), the rest by air (three hours 
by plane). 

The overage visitor's stay is nine days. 
Such vacationists set w frenzied pace from St. 
Catherine's Fort in St, George's Parish to the 
id British dockvard in Sandy's, determined 
not to miss 0 singke ‘scenic attraction.” They 
fish without hooks for tame groupers at 
Devil's Hole (page 220): trek through the 
perfume factory at Bailey's Bay, where the 
eeert of lilies and cedar is subtly captured and 
bottled for export (pages 231, 235): peer at 
the dazcting stalactites of Crystal or Leaming- 
lon Caves; pick out a lobster at Tom Moore's 
Tavern to be broiled for lanch (page 211);

Ocean Club: ride in a gloss-bottomed boat aut 
to the Sea Gardens: or take an “air tour” over 
the outhving reefs: Last (but it is just as 
likely to be first), they visit the Bermuda

Toothless Shark Gan Only Pinch 


This pleasant pink limestone structure 
stands near Flatts Bridge, which spans the 
only entrance to Harrington Sound. Here, in 
tank after green tank, swim the festive citi- 
zens of Bermuda's underwater world, a gaudy 
but impressive gang of reef dwellers varving in 
savoir-faire from the peacock flounder, which 
buries itself up to the eyes, to the velvety, 
dusty-purple rocktish, which yawns in monu- 
metitul boredem at its guests. [ was luckier 
than most visitors in betng introduced to the 
tenants by the curator, Louis S, Mowlray.

to his tank's intake pipe, The aerated water, 
in silver bubbles, seemed to fow right throwh 
the fish. “Saves him the trouble of breath- 
ing,’ said Mr. Mowbray, In the next tanks 
lean shark sucker, or remora, ginded about, 
probing endlessly for some big fish to get a 
rip oan. “Born hitchhiker,” was Louwts’s 
COMmTment, 

The aebea fish cat our right, dressed in 
myriad black-and-white fins like some flouncy 
Victorian beldume, seemed to mince past the 
Waving anemones, At the nurse shark next 
door, 1 shuddered «dutifully, but my guide 
merely ant “She hasn't any teeth to 
speak of; Could give you a good hard pinch, 
if you insisted, but she'd rather be left alone.” 

We meandered) pect the queen triggeriish, 
hawkabill and green turtles, red hinds sleeping 
vertically in the barely tremulous water, sil- 
very chub and blue Spanish hogfish, siab- 
sided little fish with a faked set of “eves” 
near their tails, bloeheads, squirteliish, sea 
horses grozint in a pasture of tiny crusta- 
corans, ated finally o tank of Gfoot moray 
eels. 

Curled abowt their rocklike reefs, these 
grass-green eels with their stranse eyes of 
milky-blue marble looked tou sluzish to be 
dangerous, though they are. 

“Their sight is pretty poor,” said Mr. 
Mowbray, “You can drop food in other parts 
af the tank, and they'll never know it, But 
if it falls anywhere near them, they seem 
to sense the vibrations and—hango!—they 
strike like w rattler. Couple of speckled 
morays went after the same piece of fish last 
month, while | was watching, and one of them 
missed and bit the other, Crushed his brain.” 


Invisible Fish That Weren't There 

The tank with the octopuses had its usual 
mudience of repelled yet fascinated ladies

The ideal dinghy man Js a combination 
trapeze artist, broncobuster, surf rider, weight 
lifter, and master bailer, ‘His job 1s, never- 
theless. much sought after, and at the Royal 
Hamilton Amateur Dinghy Club there is usa- 
ally quite a waiting list of members who seck 
no higher privilege than wielding a scoop in 
the bilges, Any afternoon after May 24 (the 
day Bermudians traditionally believe the water 
wets wart enough for their first swim of the 
year}, the harbor can be seen studded with 
dinghies plunging about under heavy canvas 
among the International One Designs, the 
Luders 16's, and the International 14's. 

Most Bermudian recreation, however, is 
less strenuous. In summe;r months cricket 
is plaved with the utmost gravity on a score 
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of different pitches. To visiting Americans 
the game is likely to seem, as essayist Gilbert 
Hlighet described it, “like baseball plaved by 
men who are either very polite ar very ill, 
and sometimes both." But to Bermudians it 
is clearly a ritual, deeply significant. 


“Oh, Well Played, Sir!” 


Archdeacon John Stow, indeed, informed 
me that Highet's remarks were “sheer blas- 
phemy."’ Said he: “To us, baseball ts cricket 
played by men who are either very angry or 
violently exhibitionist; a spectacle rezarded by 
the performers as high tragedy, and by the 
crowd 2s low comedy." 

Tennis; too, is played in Bermuda with 
somnelent dimmty. In the cool spring months, 
international matches ore run off briskly in 
the Tennis Stadium and at the Coral Beach 
and Tennis Club: but as summer's humidity 
descends, the Sunday-aiternoon tennis tea 
takes over, Here, in the long golden twilight, 
Bermudians shuttle from the family grass 
court to the scone-laden tea table. Backhanils 
may saz a little, and volleys suffer from a 
surfeit of poundcake, lit the game goes de- 
corousiy on into the gloaning. 

Not so long ago, week ends were often 
eglemnized with games of Living Whist of. 
Living Chess, in which young ladies and 
gentlemen, diszuised as cards or pawns, woulel 
be mancuvere! over the lawns of country 
houses by their carnest elders. 

One custom, so ancient no one T met in 
Bermuda could tell me when or why it started, 
still prevails: kiteflying on Good Friday. On 
that day young and old repair to any clear 
field or headland and launch their multi- 
sided, multicolored kites with 10- and 20- 
foot tails, until the whole sky over Bermuda 
looks like a laboratory slide dotted) with 
wriggling protoxud, 

It is not very much clearer why Bermudians 
fell into their habit of preparing cassava pie 
for Christmas dinner, or bananas and cod- 
fish for Sunday breakfast, Presumably the 
early settlers made a culinary virtue of me- 
cessity and did their best with what they 
had on hand. ‘To later generations these 
dishes have come to be not so much articles 
of diet as articles of faith. As a rootless: out- 
sider, J can only report cautiously that they 
are not as bad as they hawk, 

For evening entertainment the Bermudians

The mild ocean currents which bless Her- 
mila with a steady, temperate, year-round 
climate brouzht her alao, of course, many of 
the spores and seedlings which soon mantled 
her dunes with their incredible profusion of 
flora. Looking down on her fields and gar- 
dens now, T didn’t kneny whether to be more 
impressed by that primevil luxurianee or hy 
her recent losses. For the cedar blight, which 
struck the islands in 1945 destroyed nearly 
a million trees, and their stark trunks still 
lene! great areas of Bermuda a gray ane 
ghastly look (page 235), 

The Goverment is cutting and storing thou- 
sands of board feet every month and refor- 
esting the islands with casuarina, mahogany, 
poinciana, black ebony, olive, laurel, and 
healthy seedlings from those cedars which 
managed! to resis) Corwinspis isc, the scale 
insect that wreaked such hovec, In 20 years, 
the Agricultural Station experts had assured 
me, Bermuda's burned-over appearance will 
have been erased and its foliage restored in 
even lusher and more varied form.

To our 
left stretched the paitched runways which the 
Americans had reclaimed from the harbor. | 
could admire the energy and ingenuity which 
had planted this outpost of Western air de- 


fense here in the (mid-Atlantic: 1 could not 


help regretting, too, the consequent uprooting 
of the St. David's islanders. — 


Shark's Of! “Barometers” 


For generations these folk had managed to 
keep very much to themeelves They spoke 
—iind many of them still: speak—a kind: of 
Elizabethan English, pungent and direct. The 
names they give each other have some punch 
in them: Mullethead Pitcher, Warbaby Fox, 
Hardmouth Fogg. Fishermen from the first, 
they claim they can stick their fingers in the 
water and forecast the weather relinbly: 
those who don't want to wet their hands 
consult homemade “barometers” of shark's 
ofl—sealed tubes in whose changing hues they 
seem able to reid tomorrow's storms or sun- 
shine with considerable: accuracy. 

The “uncrowned king of St, David's” wus 
the late Tommy Fox who, when someone ques- 
tioned the story of Jonah, made a paint af 
publicly crawling into the belly. of the next 
whale brought to Bermuda's shares, Fittingly 
enough, it was on land bought from King 
Tommy and subdivided that the Government 
resettled seweral hundred St. David's people 
who refused to leave their islanel, 

At my request Babineau circled the town 
of St. George twice. Daves before, T had 


wandered through its narrow, twisting white- 


walled streets with Archdeacon John Stow, 
irving to match his lone stride as he took 
me up Petticoat Lane, Feather Bed Alley, and 
Duke of Kent Street to his Jow-euved rectory 
on the bill, In the town's center I could make 
out now his chureh—St, Peter’s, which occu- 
pies one of the oldest Anglican church sites in 
the Western Hemisphere, 

It was here that Stew had introduced me to 
Alured Popple. who ruled Bermuda from 
1738 to 1744. On St. Peter's wall a marble 
plaque to “The Good Governor” asserts that 
“The Gay and Polite were Charmed with the

According to Stow, Alured’s father and 
grandfather and sundry other relatives: had 
heen bigwigs in England's Colonial Office for 
ceneritions: and it was his brother who suc- 
coco! him as Governor, Sah] the Arch- 
deacon to me dryly: “They kept the British 
[-imypire in the family. Tt was a case of gov- 
emment of the Topple, by the Popple, and 
for the: Poppte.” 

Soaring. homewatd along the North Shore, 
past Shelly Bay and its litth race track, 
we shinted inland above the gray towers of 
Government House and the clifflike facade of 
a big hotel, Babineau jerked his thumb in 
its direction, 

“That's the Eagle's Nest Hotel,” he sald, 
‘Some college kids were staving there last 
year, Found a cow somewhere and took itup 
to their room. Fourth floor; Never knew 
quite how they managed it.” 

| looked back at the Nest with new inter- 
eat, wondering which room it might have been; 
but already we were slipping past the Gothie 
bulk of Bermuda Cathedral and gliding over 
the Ferry Terminal, A moment later Bahi- 
neau did a fgure-eight turn and bounced our 
pantecns lightly down onto the harbor’s white- 
capa.

From the air I had been able to.see Ber- 
miida’s lovely face, but not her problems. 
To many visitors, of course, the notion that 
Bermuda has ony problems whatever mist 
SECM ai Usang. 

Here ts a land with full empliyment, no 
income or inheritunce boxes, and a balanced 
budget, Tts franchise is limited to property 
holders: it has po political parties (candi- 
dates fur Parliament from each parish stand 
ae individuals only): and relations between 
its poor and rich, its colored and white, have 
long been amicable, 

Yet Bermuda's anxieties ate real enough 
atel vive concern to its more thoughtful in- 
habitants. among them His Excelleney Lieut. 
General Sir Alexander Hood, Knight of the 
Grand Cross Order of the Brith Empire, 
Knight Commander of the honourable Order 
of the Bath, Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief of the Bermidas-or Somers Eslands. 

T had seen “HLE..” as he is genially known 
by most Bermudiuns, on variows ceremonial 
occasions—opening faire, leading the troops 
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in giving three cheers (Hip, hip, hoory!"") 
for Her Majesty on the Queen's Birthday, and 
receiving from the Freemasons of Lodge St, 
George their annval rent of one peppercorn 
for the use of the old State Howse (prawe 212). 

For all such appearances the Giavernor is 

meeiusly arceved, stepping irom his car. 
riage or motor tourich in white drill, scarlet 
sash, plumed helmet, and sverd. <A big, 
Square-cut man, he was particularly impres- 
sive as he addressed the Colonial Parliament 
in his Council Chamber last April. 

Flanked by high British and American of- 
ficers, the Bishop of Bermuda Gin vestments 
af purple, crimson, nd black), and the Chief 
Justice, Governor Hood declared: 

“TT you have to consider defense [rom out- 
side agureéssion you will also hoye to con- 





sider the aggression from inside which threat- 


tna, by far from peaceful penetration, to de- 
stroy your greatest ossets of beauty tuned peace, 
I have termed it a destructive spiral begin- 
ning with a rapidly incteasing population re- 
quiring accemmodation,” 

Few who heard His Excellency were un- 
fanviliar with the facts: behind his warning. 
The census in recent years shows that Her- 
muda has been adding to its population by 
about 1,000 persons a vear, By 1990 it may 
hive doubled. The Governor's “destructive 
spiral’ might have this sequence: more pres- 
sure on housing and water supplies, overhuild- 
Ing wound recreation areas, destruction of 
scenic Values, and a decline in the tourist 
trade. For Bermuda, already having a high 
density of population and wnoble to feed 
itself, that could spell disaster. 

Yet most Bermudians | met were far from 
discouraged. Two measures which the Gov- 
emor urged upon Parliament to cut inte the 


spinal were: zoning ordinances to protect the 


lands’ beaches and pleasant vistas, and pur- 
chase of the British Government's surplus: 
landholdings in Warwick Parish, on which 
new housing developments might be built. 


Roofs Gatch Drinking Water 

As for the water problem, it) too “seems 
seTious to the islanders, but by no means in- 
soluble, Bermuda depends for its drinking 
and washing water on the rain caught on its 
ronis anil on the stiehtlhy brackish water from 
shallow horizontal wells in the hills: 

A little comes also from two vertical wells 
dim along the North Shore on the advice of 
Henry Gross, a Yankee “water witch,” or 
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dower, who operated by remote control, so 
to speak, Without leaving his native State 
of Maine, he merely passed his dowsing rod 
over a map oof Bermuda. Later be flew down 
to pinpoint his sites. 

In a dey spell, Bermudinns mitst be stingy 
with their water, They like to tell of a rich 
American lady who took a palatial house 
in the islands for a couple of month« and 
went gaily along. sprinkling ber Iawns and 
flower beds and paths, until someone finally 
told her about the drought, “Good heavens,” 
she said, “and here Pye been throwing water 
around like money!” | 

But local authorities still feel that, even 
with a rising population, Bermuda's bisic 
water needs can continue to be met if each 
additional house is atlequately equipped with 
its own water<atchment ares, if new sites 
for wells ore explored (with or without magic 
dowsing. rods). and if economical processes 
for distilling seq water come along, 


Farewell to Tommy Atkins 

Aoproblem Bermuda can do less about is 
her position in mo werld of shifting foci of 
power. T thought of this as [stood owterde 
the Secretariat with Archdeacon Stow on a 
spring day some two weeks after the Gow- 
enor had delivered his message to Patlia- 
mie tit. 

Hermudians from every part of the islands 
hac! gathered there to witness a ceremony 
which bore for most of them a paintully acute 
sivnificance: the departure of the garriqen 
troops of the British Army, withdrawn for 
reasons af military economy after 250 years 
af continues duty in this colony under the 
Crown, The American air anc naval bases 
and luca! forces would remain, but respomsi- 
hilitvy for Bermuda's defense would reside 
henceforth chiefly with NATOM—the North 
Atlantic Treaty Ofganization. 

A visible svmbol of that shift strode for- 
ward nuw to tuke hic place beside the Gov- 
emor on the steps. of the War Alemorial: 
Vice Admiral Sit William Andrewes, then the 
Deputy Supreme Commander.of SATO forces 
in the North Atlantic. Together in the bot 


morning sunlight, they stood at attention as: 


some hundred officers and men of the garrison, 
retinants of a once potent force, marched pucst 
the ranked platoons of Bermuda's own mi- 
litia and performed their last “Eyes right!” 
on telan| soil.

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Britain's Fabulous Crown Colony on the South China Coast Faces an 
Uncertain Future with Boundless Energy and Quiet Confidence

Slow Freight to (China 


A hourse whistle made me jump. Turning, 
[ saw a wheesing locomotive slowly pushing 
two freight curs my way. Near the bridge it 
jammed on its brakes, and the uncoupled cars 
Comsted inta China. 

“Traffic’s light these days,” said my police 
guide, “Mostly food coming in and occasional 
freight going out, like this shipment of medi- 
cine and dyes. ‘Travelers are scurce, too: a 
few Chinese and now and then a diplomat, 
ora miasionary expelled by the Communists. 

“Not many years ago,” he recalled as we 
chatted, “people crossed this border bound 
from Hong Kong to London, all the wiv by 
rail. The 10,000-mile journey, across Siberia, 
took 17 dors, Now they can ride about 2? 
miles: This is the end of the line for almost 
everyone.” 

After the storm 1 crossed to Hong Kong 
Island and climbed by cable car to Victoria 
Peak, backborie of the rugeed teland that 
gives the colony its name. Before me spreail 
one of earth's most magnificent panoramas, 
Far below, teeming Victoria crowds the 
island's long, narrow shore, Climbing purt 
way up the Peak, the metropolis resembles 
a huge cliff-dwellers’ city: buildings, closely 
packed, seem to stind like acrobats on the 
shoulders of those below (pages 244 and 246). 

Beyeonel, the blue harbor with its many ships 
divides the island from the mainland town of 
Kowloon, which covers an outthrust peninsula,

T counted 20-uid seagoing freighters in the 
spacious anchorage. Freight junks clustered 
around each, loading ond unleading cargo 
(page 2327), Sampans, junks, hunches, tugs, 
scpiiat ferries, yachts, and naval craft dotted 
the sheltered waters, Sleek ocean liners lay 
berthed at Kowloon docks, 

The Englishman with me, Jong a resident af 

the colony, shook his head. To my surprise 
he said, “The anchorage looks a bit empty. 
In normal times it would have twice that 
many freighters,” 
Trade with China founded Hong Kang, 
boomed it into a major port, and was long 
its lifeblood. The half-empty anchorage, the 
drawn Bamboo Curtain on the frontier, are 
life-and-death problems for the calony as it 
strugules to survive in the explosive and 
divided Far Evst. 

British merchants in Canton, discouraged 
hy Chinese trade restrictions in the 1430's, 
began looking fora base of their own, They 
chose rocky, almost uninhabited Hong Kong 
Islund, a notoriows pirates’ lair across the wide 
Pearl River (Chu Kiang) estuary from Por- 
tugal’'s Overseas Province of Macau (map, 
page 245). 


Middleman Between East and West 


China formally ceded the island in 1842, 
after the Opium War, and later gave up Kow- 
loon. The New Territories,.a piece of main- 
land behind Kowloon plus 73 scattered islands, 
was leased] to Britain im 1898 for 99 yeurs. 
The whole colony is only slighthy larger in 
land area than New York City: Hong Kong 
Island itself is about the size of Manhattan. 

From barren islind to one of the world's 
biggest ports in less than a century—that's 
the amazing story of Hong Kong. [ts magnifi- 
cent harbor and strategic (China coast location 
made the colony a bustling middleman be- 
tween East and West. It became the wide-

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open gateway for trade between South China 
and the world. 

World War IT left Hong Kong battered and 
looted. Kowloon's docks were rubble; wrecks 
dotted the harbor, and public utilities were 
largely nonexistent, Seventy percent of the 
European houses and a third of the city tene- 
ments were gulted, Dhuring Japanese occupa- 
tion the prewar population of 1,600,000 had 
shrunk. to 500,000, To haggard British civil- 
ians released from Stanley prison in 1945, 
Victoria seemed a ghost city. Some doubted 
that the colony could ever moke a comeback, 

Hong Kong rolled up its sleeves, and before 
long reconstruction was in full swing. ‘The 
harbor wus cleared, docks and hdises were 
rebuilt, and public services restored. Trade 
picked up; Chinese by the thousands drifted 
in from the mainland, Within a few years 
the colony was boomine:

But it hadn't seen anvthing yet. Soon a 
homan wave of refugees, pushed by the rising 
tide of communism in China, hit Hong Kong. 
By mid-1950 an estimated 20,000 a week were 
pouring across the border. Before the tide 
receded, populition jumped to 2,560,000, 

The flood brought headaches—fontastic 
overcrowding, health problems, unemploy- 
ment, and others—but it bad another -side. 
To Hong Kong fled scores of wealthy Chinese 
businessmen and industrialists from Shanghai, 
eacaping while they could, Into Hong Kong 
banks they poured millions of dollars. 

Quickly they put the money to work, chieily 
in building and light industry, Block after 
bleck of “Litth Shanghais’—areas of tene- 
ments over shops—sprang up on. the island 
and in Kewloon, Tall office buildings grew 
in downtown Victoria. Streamlined factories, 
especially textile mills, mushroomed, The new 
industry, reaching into world markets for raw 
materials and buyers, pushed trade to an all- 
time high. 

Then came war in Korea, Ked Chima, 


drawing its curtain tighter, intervened. Brit- 


ain began to prohibit strategic goods to the 
Chinese, The United States cut off all com- 
merce with Red China and put Hong Kong and 
Macau under strict trade control. The United 
Nations called:on members 10 deny war mate- 
riais to China, The crown colony's lusty 
boom began to fade fast, 

1 saw the blow Korea eave Hong Kong 
graphically Ulustrated in the water-front office

of PL CLA. Sedgwick, Director of Commerce 
and Industry. A huge wall chart showed trade 
volume since 1945: its black line climbed 
steadily until March, 1951, then plummeted. 

“That's when we really felt the effect of 
wir controls,” explained Sedgwick. “Now 
commerce is holding at something les« than 
half the highest level. 

“Fortunately, the slump is less thon we 
feared, For one thing, our new industries. 
employ thousands, Also, Hong Rong ner- 
chants for years have been opening up new 
markets, especially in Southeast Asia—coun- 
tries like Malaya and Indonesian. Even in 
1950 only 30 percent of our trade was with 
China; now it’s only 20, 

“Not keeping all our eggs in one basket has 
paid off. Our China trade dropped two-thirds 
in “St, wd is still falling; Don't know what 
we'd boave done without our new markets: 

“We've been locky," he mused. “Somehow 
Hong Kong hangs on, in spite of wars, em- 
bargors, and Bambot Curtains, It always 
haz."

Bedlam on the Water Front 

Agile black-clad Chinese swarm over boats, 
quinws, suned parked tracks. They shout in sing- 
song Cantonese, car horns blare, deep-throated 
boat whistles blow, and feet shuffle under 
heavy loads. A raucous cry—and, as you step 
aside two carriers trot by with a heavy crate 
shuny from o stout bamboo pole between them. 

Antlike, workers fle up and down narrow 
gungplanks.

Hong Kong Hangs On 


Heavy traitic fills streets and swirls about 
comers, keeping left. Policemen hold im- 
patient throngs wt intersections to let floods 
of double-deck buses, British cars, clanving 
trollevs, and rickshas puss. 

Downtown stores exhibit a bewildering dis- 
play of goods, for Hong Kong is a vast inter- 
national market place. [t's the free world's 
liright and bulging show window on Red 
China's coast, an oasis of plenty on a continent 
ot want. 

Shoppers can buy anything from Faris 
frocks and perfume to fine British tweeds, 
swedish cutlery, Swiss watches, German cam- 
eras, Itolion glass, gems from Ceylon, and a 
thousand well-known products made in the 
United States: 

A free port, the colony levies almost no 
import duties, and prices are surprisingly low, 
In shop after shop | priced goods al less than 
L would pay at home. 





Six Dellars for One 


Prices are quoter! in dollars—Hong Kong 
dollars, which are about six for one of the 
U.S. variety, Dividing prices by six makes 
things seem even cheaper to Americun visitors, 
and most of them go on a buying spree. 
Quickly they learn to haggle with Chinese 
merchants, Usually they end up paying far 
more than local people, but go away feeling 
leased and o bit smug with their “bargains.” 

Nearly nine-tenths of Hong Kong's present 
population of 27,250,000 live packed into 644 
square miles of Victoria andl Kowloon, Parts 
of the ishind city average 2,000 per acre, 14 
times as muy os Alanhattan, 

In the narrow tenements that cram these 
Iressa omen or more Chinese iamilies squeeze 
into fate designed for one or two. Paper 
wulls partition roqms into tiny family cubicles 
that are scareely larger than the beds they 
screen. Some ore shared, occupied dav and 
night by diferent families. Occasionally, I 
was told, even the space woder beds is sublet! 

During the day these multitudes live on 
balconies and sidewalks, and in Victoria they 
fill the steeper streets and wash-draped alleys 
where wheeled vehicles cannot go. There they 
work, play, market, gossip, bathe and feed in- 
fants, eat, and sometimes sleepy, 

To get the feel of Hong Kong, T walked 
miles through these swarming Chinese streets. 
On some, narrowed to mere aisles by curbside 
booths, | shouldered through crowds of house- 
wives bargaining for food. They carried 
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live prawns, wriggling fish, bits of meat, and 
bunches of greens dangling from rattan strings, 

Stores line every street, however small, for 
the urhan Chinese is a shopkeeper at heart. 
A few shops are filled with Western goods, 
but the rest are old-time establishments where 
craftsmen follow time-honwred trades anil 
dealers sell staples like rice and dried fish. 

Chinese merchants, 1 discovered, like high- 
sounding names for their businesses, Here 
are o few I jotted down on my rambles: 
Peace Barber Shop, Sincere Department Store, 
Grandeur Electrical Company, Winsome I'las- 
tics Works, the Nice Photo Studio, 

Tn places like Cat Street, where second- 
hand things are sold], T was reminded of a 
Near East bazaar, There clothes for sale 
hang from wires stretched across the street. 
stores are crammed with everything from the 
rarest curios to tin bathtubs. On the pave- 
mint merchants spread old doorknolhs, nails, 
screws, plumbing fixtures, and antique sewing 
machines. Near hy, carpenters, metalworkers, 
cobblers, and splitters of precious firewood 
hammer and chap, 

Everywhere sounds of work mingle with 
the cries of hawkers, wooden clogs smack the 
paving. and from upstairs: rooms comes the 
loud rattle of mah-jongg pieces being «hufiled. 
Radios blare the shrill, nasal tones of Chinese 
opera. Occasionally the bell of a blind man 
tinkles above the din, 

In time | learned to know before I reached 
a certain street comer what would be happen- 
ing there—two venerable sages playing chess, 
for example; a father and son taking wire 
Tattraps; a vouth telling. fortunes with a 
turtle’s shell und three old coins, 


Glamorous Miss Hong Kong 


But om early get-acquainted trips I ex- 
plored with a young Chinese photographer, 
Mr. 3. L. Lee. A former Health Department 
Inspector, Lee knows hundreds of shopkeepers 
and can open many cours to strangers, 

Wherever we went, admiring crowds peered 
into the windows of photo studios and camera 
stores. They were vasing at pictures of a 
tlamorous Chinese girl, an unknown réfugee 
irom the north, who recently had been chosen 
Miss Hong Kong.

Over the years the British have brought to 
Hong Kong many benefits: schools, hospitals, 
rood roads, law and order, social advances, 
ond “a government that will listen,’ as one 
Chinese described it to me. 


Amazing Health Reeord 


Less noticed is the amazing public health 
record doctors have made against tremendous 
mids. When I was there, only ore case of a 
major quarantinoble disease had been re- 
corded in more than two years. Cholera 
struck list in 1947, and the dread plague, often 
witlespreadl in Chinu, has been banished. 

All this has Men achieved in spite of ig- 
noranee, superstition, scanty funds, and the 
unbelievable overcrowding that came with the 
hordes. flecing communism in China. 

Most of its tile Hong Kong has wrestled 
with this problem of refugees. For decades 
every upbenval in China sent them pouring 
in; during calmer years the tides ebbed, Now 
for the first time population is set, for few 
would return home if they could. 

Today the colony shelters at least holf a 
million refugees: Some 300,000 squatters, 
people who have built shacks on public land, 


live in drab shantytowns that are plastered: 


like wasps’ nests on hillsides near Victoria 
and Kowloon, Slowly the government is te- 
‘settling them In planned communities—a giant 
task. 

With Mr. K. M. A. Barnett, chairman of 
the Urban Council, | visited a round of 
stjuatter towne and new villages, 

“First,” he said, “vou must know that most 
of the squatters aren't refugees, nor are they 
destitute, Many are local Chinese who sold 
their living quarters to the newcomers and 
usec] the money to start a small business, 
Others work in our new factories or have odd 
jobs.” 

Typical was a scene near Kowloon, Box- 
like shacks of crate lumber anel fattened gaso- 
line tins covered both slopes of a barren valley. 
Sheltering 50,000, the settlement hacl its own 
nacking-case shops, restaurants, refreshment 
stands, even beauty parlors: Women every- 
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where tended youngsters, tidied up, or bar- 
gained with hawkers who trudged up ancl 
duwn the steep paths with food, kerisene, or 
ather wares. 

A few weeks before, fire hod raged across 
the valley floor, making 9,000 homeless, Al 
mast before the embers cooled, snorting bull- 
dogers hezan clearing the debris, Now as 1 
watched, workers swarmed over tow alter row 
of partly finished brick-and-tucco howses, 

“NO free housing in Hong Kong,” Barnett 
told me, “Government makes lowns, lets con- 
tracts, provides land, water, and sanitation, 
These houses will cost buyers about 1,500 
local dollars.” 

Beyond busy Kai Tak. airport we visited a 
settlement where enterprising ex-squatters 
build their own homes. A rough road climbed 
between bare hills; bordering it was a strane 
aesortment of dwellines. No two alike, they 
tanged from beambwo-ancd-mat huts to sturdy 
cottages built from stone hewn on the site. 
Carefully tended gardens litied a rushing 
stream. Cement steps led to clifdwelling 
abodes cut into the rocky hillsides, 

“All refugees, these settlers.” my guricle said. 
“Thev've got ambition, their own two hands, 
and not much more, Everything you see, 
they've built—road, steps, howses, even a 
reservoir at the head of the valley. | 

“Tn the whole colony we've resettled 42,500 
so far, Long, hard job with plenty af head- 
aches, Not the least is finding space In this 
mitiniain-filled Tare.” 


Land Hard-won from the Sea 

Space a Hong Kong problem as old as the 
colony, Usable land is hard-won by blasting 
rocky hills and Alling bays. Over the veurs 
British engineers and Dutch reclamation ex- 
perts have changed the harbor's face, adding 
miles of new Lond. On it stand the homes af 
nearly two-fifths of the colony's people and 
most of its important buildings and maritime 
installations, 

As | write, six major reclamation projects 
are in progress, adding precious acres, Tn 
the planning stage is a huge scheme to extend 
the mountain-rmged airport into the harbor 
to accommexlate Stratocruisers and Britain's 
new jet airliners, 

Shanghai inclustrialists fleeing to Hone Rong 
and wanting to build mew plants there iran 
heal on into the space problem, “We spent 
millions on our site before we could even start 
building,” Sir. Elmer Tsu, manager of the 
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onlony’s langest spinning mill, told me. “Most 
of it ts made land.” 

The mill itself, one of a dozen new textile 
plants built with Shanghai money and scat- 
tered along the mainland shore, is a model of 
modern industrial design. Air-conditioned and 
streamlined, it is planned to the smallest de- 
tail for maximim efficiency, 

Inside 1 watched machines wash, dry, card, 
and spin mountains of outtan into miles of 
thread, Whirring spindles ly the thosands 
hummed a ceaseless high-pliched monotone. 

“Ninety-nine percent of our machinery 1 
American,” Tsu said, “So owas our cotton 
before the embargo. Now it comes from Pak- 
istun, Turkey, Brasil, east Africa, and Mexico, 
We had to make a fast change to stay in busi- 
nese. 

“We operate nonstop, with three shifts, 
Every 24 hours we use 15 tons of cotton and 
spin encugh thread to circle the Equater more 
than 11 times,” 

Watching this production marvel, T thought 
of women I'd-seen in Iron, the Balkans, Indo- 
china, and other countries spinning im ways 
unchanged since man first wore cloth. 

“We ship most of our thread in skeins in- 
steacl of on cones,” Tsu was Saying. “In 
FPokistan and Indonesia, our best customers, 
hand looms-are still the yoguc,” 


Flustic Rice Bowls, (Chopsticks 

In Victoria one afternoon I saw o hawker 
selling rice bowls made of crimson plastic. 
Near by stood a competitor with chinaware, 
The former, looking smugly at his rival, kept 
dropping one of his bowls, Clattering, it 
bounted unbroken on the pavement. Soon the 
chinw vendor towk his basket and shink away. 

Later 1 watched a complicated machine 
mold these new-style dinner berwls in an up-to- 
the-minule factory also built with refugee 
money, Other steel minions spat out colortul 
plastic chopsticks, salt and pepper shakers 
poker chips, combs, and toothbrush handles 
(page 256). Both machines and raw material 
were American-made, Behind the factory, 
workers were blasting a hilleide to make room 
for expansion, 

New textile mills and modern plastic works 
dramatize the industrial revolution that has 
taken place recently in Hong Kong. Negli- 
vible only six or seven years ayo, local industry 
tadhay accounts Tor one-fourth of all exports. 
Fifteen hundred factories and workshops, old 
and new, produce a bewildering variety of 
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items; “Made in Hong Kong” labels carry 
the colony's nome over half the world, 

Whatever the rest of the world may think 
wbout the future, Home Kong appears to be- 
lieve it will bring peace and plenty, Visitors 
are impressed by the colony's quiet confidence 
nnd its boundless enerzy. 

Witnesses to both are the ceaseless build- 
ing that goes on everywhere, the new inilustry, 
and the reoriented trade, Millions of gov- 
ernment dollars pour into long-term projects 
like the reclamation works and new dam. And 
many others, like the enlarged airport, are on 
the drawing. boards, 


Private Investors Confident 


Private investors, too, have been spending 
vast sums building flats, office buildings, and 


ships, 


Hong Kong people say the first warning of 
réal international trouble would be when local 
Chinese investors stopped building. So far 
there has been no slackening: 

Businessrnen talk confidently of the return 
of peace to ull the troubled Orient, and of the 
resumption of normal trade with China, Brit- 
ish Hong Kong, they remind vou, plays a vital 
role a¢ the great micidleman of the Far East. 
As such, they say, it's here to stay. 

A far cry from the bustle of factory and 
mort if peaceful, sparsely settled Lontao, 
largest of Hong Kong's many islands. 

Time has all burt forgotten the island. Ne 
wheeled vehicle of any sort disturbs the quiet, 
for there are no roads, Its people fish, farm 
wedge-shaped valleys, and make salt from sea 
water, as they have for generations, Buddhist 
monasteries and nunneries perch high on stark 
mountains of nestle in Shangri-La valleys. 

I visited Lantao with Mr. C, P. G,. Mor- 
rizon, its District Officer. A steady rain was 
falling ag we landed at Taio, the chief village, 
(Clouds veiled the mountaintops, and storm- 
bound junks fled the harbor; 

We crossed Taio’s main street, a tidal creek, 
ina skit poled ly a toothless old man and 
met smiling village elders beside a small pa- 
goda, Morrison introduced one as a reformed 
pirate and two others as the “ears” of the 


‘ishing feet. 


“They locate schools of fish by putting Jong 
bambeq poles in the water and listening,” 
he explained. 

Buving olled-paper parasols, we -set out 
across the island, The worn cobblestone path

Mist shrouded us as we climbed, ancl chourl- 
emptying. showers tured the path into a 
awiftly flowing brook, Through rifts in the 
misty veil we glimpsed brooding mountains, 
deep vadheys,; and wild moors; but wo human 
(welling.

Between shots Waung explained the 
complicated plot, ending with, “It's a classic, 
man’ centuries ald. We find that old-time 
plays are still better box office than modern 
stories. 

American films, with Mandarin and Canton- 
ese subtitles, play hi theaters in Victoria 
andl Kowloon, Chief attractions are Taraan 
pictures wd westerns, but by for the biggest 
hit while | was there was neither, It was 
Paramount's Technicolor thriller forg Aang, 
which | saw to celebrate the Fourth of July. 
The audience ohed ond obed at background 
scenes filmed in the colony, booed the villain, 
fell in love with a Chinese moppet who stole 
the show, and cheererl when barber police 
saved the day, in the nick of tine. 

Leaving a Queen's Road restaurant loter 
that evening, [rain into-a huge fireworks dis- 
play which, however, had nothing to do with 
Independence Day. ‘The Sikh doorman was 
on his knees lighting a rope of giant crackers 
that dangled seven stories from the roof. Eiar- 
splitting explosions filled the air for 30 min- 
utes; Crowds jammed sidewalks for blocks, 
fascinated; traffic groped through clouds of 
eniake. tna dazzling climax the rope crupled 
into whirling pinwheeis and Muttering paper 
fodi-luick phrases. 

“Old Chinese custom,” volunteered a grin- 
ning stranger, “Wedding feast inside.” 


Beyond the Nine Dragons 

Few visitors ever get bevond sight of Hong 
Kong's harbor, for Victoria and Kowloon can 
keep a sight-seer busy for weeks, Some take 
the high scenic road that girdles Hong Kong 
Island, visit staid resorts like Repulse Bay, 
lunch in Aberdeen, or swim in Big Wave Bay. 
Only a handful cross the mainkind hills the 
Chinese call the Nine. Dragons and explore 
the New Territories. It covers nine-tenths of 
the colony's area, bul contains only about a 
ninth of its people, 

There lofty bhillsy terraced on their lower 
slopes, crowd lush green valleys. Farmers in 
pointed cartwheel hats plow with the sluggish 
water buffalo or, waving slender bamboo poles, 
herd ducks by the thousands. 

Wormen, bent double, plant tender mice 
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shoots in. rich, black muck and later thresh 
the golden harvest by hand. 

Farms are pocket-size, cultivated with the 
care suburban Westerners lavish on flower 
gurdens, Well fertilized, the earth yields three 
crops a year, Sway-back sows grow so fat 
their bellies scrape the ground, Carp fatten 
in man-made ponds, on rice bran ond peanut 
mash. 

Almost treeless is this rugged land: only 
erass wind brush clothe the hillsides. Fire- 
wood, brought from Borneo, is dear, sq farm 
women cut wild grass lor fuel. Jogging home 
with it draped from shoulder poles, they 
look like animated haymows. 

Fishing hamlets stand by tidal inlets; junks 
bob on water or He stranded in the mud, Old 
Chinese villages huddle beside groves of ban- 
van and eucalyptus: some, walled and moated, 
have gone unchanged for centuries, Newer 
towns, bustling and booming, are building big 
markets, schouls, and hospitals, 

No Room for Titers 

Elaborate Chinese tombs mark hillsides in 
many ploces, as do countless burial urns filled 
with human tones Hike off the road almost 
anywhere und you will see them, Also you 
may startle « deer, wild pi, or quail. Tigers 
have been seen there—at least one in the lost 
half dozen vears, People say be left, though, 
because he couldn't find a place to live in 
overcrowded Hong Kong! 

A tine road, in places cut from sheer, rocky 
slopes, loops about the New Territories. Re- 
cent additions to it, probing peninsulas and 
hidden valleys, have opened up remote areas 
hitherto reached only by footpaths, 

Mr, Jock Murray, Information Officer, 
shawed me Hong Kong's: mountain-filled back 
yard. Circling clockwise, we headed west 
pust Gin Drinkers Bay, once a notorious pirate 
hangout, and broodinw Castle Peak. 

Farmers in Kiemtin Valley, largest In the 
colony, were getting in the rice crop. For 
centuries lush valleys here grew tribute rice 
for China's emperor, The Hong KRoag grain 
is still something special; almost all of it 
once went to Europe and America, and local 
farmers imported a cheaper variety. Now it 
is afl consumed in the colony, 

In Yuenlong, chief valley center, we tet 
Mr. Paul Tsui, the Phstrict Officer, and saw 
the town's colorful country market. Special- 
izing it seafood, it looks like a marineland 
museum, Stalls show exotic fish still gasping,

CyWOOSH! At the sudden rush of -a 
huge bird's wings my heart gave a hig 


2 thump ‘and every nerve tingledd, 

T glued my:eyes to the peephole af the blind 
in Which 1 was crouching. and there, on her 
clitiledge eyrie only a few feet before me, 
landed the most magnificent bird 1 have ever 
set my eyes on—a golden eagle (page 275). 

The eagle eved the blind with « fierce glint 
that all but pierced the burlap tent. 1 held 
my breath waned froze, During those moments 
of tension the inch-size peephole seemed tu 


gape m foot wide, and the three thicknesses 


of burlap with their leafy camouflage seemed 
thinner than cigarette paper. 

Suddenty 0 realized her eyes were fixed on 
the lenses of the movie and still cameras 
which, though deeply hooded, were set up 
just below, 

After a while she jerked a quick look back 
over her shoulder, glaring down the wild 
ravine, then up it to where her mate was 
perching some distance away on a gnarled 
rowan tree stump, Then she looked back at 
the blind again, eying it up and down for a 
minute or two, 

At last, after what seemed an eternity, the 
herceness vanished from her eve ond she 
looked down to the cup of the: nest, made of 
large sticks, coarse heather, ond rushes, 
There, oblivious of the big. world around, 
nestled! her solitary, fluffy white, week-old 
younrster, sound jsleen, | 


Suspicions Overcome 

The old bird cocked her head to one side a 
little, regarding the chick tenderly, <A. glint 
wis Still there in her eve, but it was no longer 
that ferce initial fash of suspicion, Her pose 
was now irresistible, so | clicked the shutter 
of the stil] camera (page 276). To my great 
relief, she took no notice of the sound nor of 
the <light fumbling which followed when I 
changed the plate. She just kept sturing at 
that youngster 

At dast [ felt | could relax and tuke 


detailed look at her, She was: tawny brown 
all over, with golden-brown neck feathers. 
Her eve shone ruby-colored in the sun, con- 
ii with the vellow at the base of her 

As she moved about, { could see that her 
toes, euch with a huge curved black claw at 
is tip, were ithe same bright yellow as her 
beak. Her Jere had “spats” of chestnut. 
brown feathers right down to the toes: and 
there were a few of the same color on the 
fanks—by no medinsa brightly colored bird, 
but far from dull, either. 

Clearly she had accepted the presence af 
the blind well enough. Tt had been in place 
several days already and was thickly camou- 
aged with leafy branches, bundles of beather, 
and other green stuff so that it merged natu- 
rally with the herbage-crown cliff face. 


Feeding Time ‘Arrives 


After a while the eaglet. started to move 
about wd cheep, At this the mother bird 
became active herself, 

The eyrie was several feet across, and 
Iving on it was the body of a grouse partly 
plucked! of its feathers. The old bird reached 
out for this carcass, planted one great foot 
over it to anchor it down, gripped a morsel af 
meat in her benk, then tugged upwards, rip- 
ping it off, Ever so gently she gave it to the 
eaglet, who cheeped peevishly, rather like a 
domestic chick (page 276), 

Time and time again for the next 30 minutes 
she picked aff litth tidbits and fed them to 
the baby, It was all done so carefully and 
wently that it looked rehearsed—almost, in 
fuct, .o ritual, 

The youngster cheeped, now shrilly as it 
awaited «a morsel, now softly as it wureled with 
sitisfaction, its maw full of juicy red meat, 
This often consisted of more tender parts such 
as fiver, And how carefully the old one 
planted those clumsy-looking, wide-spreadiny, 
terribly armed feet whenever she made a move 
about the nest!

She left the nest vet again and few down 
the gully. Hardly had T watched her out 
of view when T heard the now-familiar thrash- 
ing of wings and, hurriedly looking aut, spotted 
her back home once more, ‘This time she was 
all keyed up, craning her neck upwards and 
peering intently down the gully as if in an- 
ticipation of something. 

Was there danger opproaching? No, 1 
thought, it cowkd scarcely be that: otherwise 
she would have flown away posthuste, Then 
Fuessed it, She haod-seen ber mate, who was 
about to bring in prey, and here he was, com- 
ing rocketlike towards the eyrie. 


Eagle Family Poses for Picture 

Galvanized into action, IT glued my eve to 
the peephole nnd gripped the shutter releases 
firmly. Siucese No. ft set the movie camera 
purring. Squceze No. 2 clicke:! the still 
camer. Thad caught them both side by side, 
the bulky hen on the left and her dappet 
mate, a baby rabbit crushed below his left 
foot, on the right, He fixed the lens and blind 
with o cold glare (pape 280). 

What 4 magnificent creature! A king of 
birds if ever there was one. There simply 
isn't anything else on wings: to equal you, sir! 
Not even your wife has quite that regal de- 
meanor, But he must have heard my 
thoughts, as it were, for he turned abruptly, 
Plungedt into space, and was gone. 

I breathed again, turning my attention to 
the hen, who was now dealing with the rabbit 
in a businesstke way. The chick, who had 
been asleep, was now awake and cheeping and 
was fed again, m some I shall never tire of 
watching. When it wes surfeited, the mother 
bird bolted the entrails ane other more bie 
zarre portions of the rabbit's anatomy, ane 
that was one rabbit less to rutm the trees, 

Afterward, the eagle stood motionless above 
her chick for fully bali an howr, As: the min- 
utes went by, this statuclike attitude began 
In gel on my TMerves, 

Time and time again T looked out af the 
peephole, and there was the lird in exactly 
the same place and pose, T hod to pinch 
myself to be reassured that it was she and 
not T who was in a trance. Eventually I 
realized that all that was happening was that 
she was divesting that last teal of rabbit 
entrails. 

Such periods of quiescence are normal with 
all binds of prey; in fact, | once photographed 
a juvenile eagle in such a state (page 781). 
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I spent several more days hiding beside the 
eyrie, but for some of them the weather re- 
turned to normal—thick Scotch mist and rain, 
mitking photography impessitle. On other 
occasions the birds stnyed away from the nest, 
amd | had to content myself with watching 
the youngster, who was growing larger and 
more active every day, 

As 1 sat watching him, | longed for some 
close-up pictures showlne hic white-down 
Stage, which Insts five or six weeks, Although 
a fortunate configuration of the cliff had made 
it possible to climb up and build the blind 
behind an cutjutting tree, this position was 


separated from the mest by 30 feet of very 


fresh, very thin air. 

That evening, by good fortune, I heard of 
another nest-into which one could scramble 
from the top of a cliff. Not even a short 
rope was nended, I hacl visited! the site many 
years: before when it was empty. Now it 
contained a plump eaglet in white down, 


Rare Neste Are Protected 

In a previous year, the eggs had been stolen. 
Fortunately the culprit had been caught and 
fined. Onlers-had now been issued that the 
nest was to be strictly protected. (The same 
applied to Duncan's and other sests on For- 
estry Commission ground. } 

The news that the net was in use was not 
to be divulged to anybody: all hikers and 
mountaineers were to be kept away from that 
partof the forest. Even photography, without 
the special permission I hac obtained, was 
forksichlery, 

I was detighted to see how well rare birds 
were being protected from interference by the 
Forestry authorities, who were cooperating 
nobly in the nest-protection scheme run by 
the puwerful Koval Society for the Protection 
ot Birds, Under this, gamektepers are paid 
a bounty for every eagle's nest from which the 
young fly sately, 

This nest, however, was of special interest, 
The gamekeeper, whose name was Neil, ac- 
companied me up the mountain, Ae we 
neared the bottom of the eayle’s nesting rock, 
which at this point must have heen 200 feet 
high, he pointed out the mangled corpses of 
two ewes below the cliff. 

“One day, about a month ago,” said Nel, 
“IT was sitting on that hillside opposite the 
nest. when | notioed something unusual going 
an, | put my telescope up and saw-a remark- 
able scene at the evrie. 
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“A grazing ewe had slithered down that 
steep V-shaped gully wou can see running 
down trom the top of the rock. Tt had landed 
unharmed on the nest, and there it was right 
beside the hen eagle! 

“She was astride the eges, beating the sheep 
with her wings. ‘The ewe backeel out of the 
wav, but T could see how panicky she was 
becoming, right on the edge of the nest, Be: 
hind her and to her m@eht was sudden death 
over (the cliff: te her left was solid tock: in 
front of her. harring her only cecape. route up 
the cliff, was the old eagle. 


Double Tragedy at the Eyrie 

“When | realized what was happening, | 
dashed across that: hillside as fast as J could, 
but by the thie [reached the spot, the sheep 
had panickerl, hacked away too far, and falher. 
Well, you can sce where—200 feet if it’s an 
iInch—but not before one of her hoofs had 
srresthend eet eee. 

“And so, concluded Neil, “that's why 
there's only one voung one in my nest this 
year for vou. Believe itor not,» few days 
later | saw, this second corpse here, too; so 
the same thing must have happened again,” 

When we reached the evrie, panting from 
the climb.and saturated with perspiration, we 
found the eaglet plump and doing well. ft 
was easy to scramble down into the west, but, 
ance there, the obvious duwned upon me. 

The only possible place to erect the tripadl 
was that selisame fatal spot on the edge of 
the nest from which the two luckless sheep 
had overbalanced backwards, More than once 
18] manipulated the cameras [had visions of 
those unfortunate creatures, ‘Thanks to Neil's 
strimiv andl guiding hands, no such fate befell 
me, and | photographed the yvounsster suc- 
cesstolly, 

Even though the normal number of eges is 
wo, itis, of course, quite usual for only one 
vaghet to be reared. IT learned the reasons 
for this ot the very first eagle's nest 1 watched 
irom o litinal, 

It was Fanjuhar, another of the many kind 
friends who have helped nie with my eagle 
work, who found this nest on a. great black 
precipice 1,600 feet above sea level on his 
Arevll sheep farm. 

We started a blind on the brink of the 
cit. While we were working on it, one of the 
eiglets déliveréd o series of attacks an the 
other. We had noticed thet the latter was in 
poor shape and did not resist thease attacks in 
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the least. Clearly the one was dominant over 
the other, as in the “peck order” of hens. 

Returning o week or two later, we were nol 
really surprised to find the weaker caglet ling 
dead on the edge of the nest. We finished the 
hiding place, which was virtually a litthe hut 
made af boulders, turf, heather, and large 
sheets of moses, aml] Farquhar agreed to leave 
me inside for an 8-bour spell. 

The coclet was pow dark in color, az 
feathers had nearly supplanted the white cdinwn 
ooyouth, T sat watching it for sewen hours 
nnd hod well-nigh abandoned hope of a pia 
rental return when I was startled by a series 
of yapping noises rather like the barking of 
small dogs; My thoughts flew to the local 
Ramekeeper, who was antagonistic towards 
eagles, Was he arriving with dogs and gun to 
shoot the caplet? 

Anxtously 7 peered out of the blind. There 
wat no man with gum and dogs, but sailing 
majestically to and fro were two huge. brown 
birds with upturned wings and quills which 
stuck cut Like giants’ fingers, The eagles were 
returning, and it was their calle that I heard. 
The caghet started squelping peevishly for 
food, ut which one of the birds broke away 
from its planing, turned towards the evtie, 
und with o mighty swishing of wings came 
swingiig in to its rocky citadel. 

The youngster now went mad with excite- 
ment, bawing in frant of its parent in a-sup- 
pliant manner and spreading its now good- 
site wings to each side, Suddenly it dawned 
on me that there might bea ditect connection 
hetween these spread wings, which were ob- 
viously instinctive, and the dead youngster 
hurd hy, For the weaker chick might often 
have been “fenced off” from the prev by those 
outstretched, tentlike wings (page 282). 


Female May Kill Little Brother 


Thus a slow process of starving and weak- 
ening may have commenced, which, coupled 
with the direct nssaults, had ended in the 
death of the weakling, The adults would do 
little or nothing about it, as the chick that 
gets most attention is the one that makes most 
noise, and this, of course, is the stronver one. 

Now, for instance, the adult eagle totally 
ignored her offspring’s mute, still body, and 
infeed, as is customary at this stage of the 
breeding cvele, soon left the nest, 

Subsequent observations have strenethenesd 
ny view as to what couses the death of a 
youngster, ft has been my invariable obser. 
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ation, and that of others in Scothund. that of 


two eaglets in an evrie one is larger than the 


other. The larger is a female, the-smaller a 
nde, For about the first siv weeks the female 


attucks the male unmercifully, and he makes 


little or no effort to resist. If the male is the 
first to hatch, he will have a probable 3-day 
lea) ewer the female, and this-mavy help him 
survive her attacks. But if the female hatches 
fret, she has the double advantage of lead and 
size, und the male is almost surely doomed. 

About the sixth week, if the female hos 
faifed to kill the male, her attacks diminish 
and she tends to become lazy and sluggish, 
The male, on the contrary, becomes extremely 
active and sprightly and eventually leaves the 
nest before she does: 

In view of the frequent death of the male 
chick, more females fly successfully each year 


than males, and so it seems reasonable to. 


suppose that there are more adult hen eagles 
than cock birds. Tt may evens be that the 
limiting factor in the vember of breeding pairs 
is the number of mature males. available. 
Manv gamekeepers have told me that if a 
hen eagle ix shot from her nest, her mute 
quickly pets o new wife, who takes on the 
rearing of the yours, 

Sometimes. the dead chick's body stays 
imnored, on or near ithe evrie At other times 
it disappears, probably removed by the hen. 
But does she, or the survivor, ever eat it? 

An incident at a Banff nest two years ago 
is suggestive. The keeper toll me that one 
dav there were two caglets in the mest, but 
upon his next visit there was only one, plis 
the head of the other. This means that one of 
its parents or its stster was almost certainly 
the responsible party. 


Evidence of a Deadly Duel 


Serious fichts between adult eagles are not 
commen: in 12 years of eagle watching T have 
never seencone. But Bob MacKechnie, a bot- 
anist friend of mine, was plant hunting in 
Wester Russ one day when he came across two 
tale eagles dead on the ground. They were 
riidly locked together by each other's talons. 
What a spectacle the fight to the death must 
lave been! Their nests were apparently ton 
clase for comlort-—only a mile apart. [ have 
found ‘the average distance between. occupied 
sites to be about four miles. 

Fights, or at any rate aerial sparring, be- 
tween other binds and engles are frequent. | 
thall never forget an aerial combat bebween 
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two tavens jul an eagle. The scene was a 
wild corre, or deep hollow, 2,000 feet up one 
of Perth's highest mountains, Pinnacles of 
rock and towering crags topped by snow- 
comiced ridges hounded this huge natural 
amphitheater; domain of the #agle. Range 
upon tonge of distant snow-capped peaks and 
a sky of deepest blue formed a grandiose 
backdrop for the drama to come (page 278), 


Ravens Attack the Queen of Birds 

I had photographed the queen of birds ws 
the had flown out from ber big black nesting 
cliff, She was sailing round and round above 
the corrie when suddenly, from out of the blue, 
arrived o rhven, cronking qruifly. Prom o-seat 
om a pock | watched him manenver te gain 
height. Then suddeniy his cronking-rese toa 
crescendo, he clased his wings and diver full 
tilt at the eagle below! 

| gasped in amavement, Surely he would 
not dare to strike home: but he kept straight 
on, A head-on collision in mid-air seemed 
inevitable. Then one of the neatest pieces of 
avian sitmanship I've ever seen took. place. 
In the nick of time the eagle closed her right 
wing, did a quick little sérin] side step, and 
the furious raven. traveling Tike «a black streak, 
whizzed! harmlessly past. The eagle spread her 
witnes dnce more and soured again as f nothing 
had happened, 

Although acciistome! to the eagle's mastery 
of the air, | nevertheless was astounded at the 
nimbleness of this maneuver and eagerly 
awaited the next round, Tt soon came, Once 
again the raven climbed above the eaule: once 
nuvin he dived headlong, only to be defented 
by the last-minute sidestep. Every few min- 
utes the same thing happened, while the 
ravens furiius croaking echoed and) te-echoed 
Among the gaunt crs: 

Suddenly froma distance there came a new 
sound: looking in that direction, | spotted a 
eecomd large black angry bird approaching, 
The hen raven had left her nest on an adji- 
cent mountain and was coming to join the fray, 

For nearly an bour I sat on that rock, en- 
tranced by the ‘serial combat overhend. 
Round and round the three birds cruised, the 
eagle as calm and unconcerned as the ravens 
were frantic, In the end, the hen bind de- 
tiched herself and returned to her voung on 
the distant crag. Not long after, her mate, 
too, gave it up and followee, leaving the eagle 
at lone last in undisputed peseession of the air 
above iis nesting corre.
